Sh eriff Bebout was called by th e 
members of th e Downey family be­ 
fore five o’clock th is morning.

sh eriff asked if it would not be pos­ 
sible for th e justice of peace in Ar­ 
lington to deputize a number of men 
and capture th e farm h and.

Dr. A. G. Sh auck of Arlington, coun- j 
ty coroner, called th e sh eriff and told j 
h im th at it would be 
necessary to j

Clata Bebout was preparing to go 
to th e traction car at .5:35 wh en Dr.

All th ree h urried to th e 
scene. * In th e meantime, Routzh an 
h ad quieted somewh at and h ad gone 
out to th e field to plow.

Ju dge Anderson ex p ressed 
this as the “best” he cou ld do. 
Einneger was on trial on the charge j 
of p assing cou nterfeit dollars and hav ­ 
ing cou nterfeit money in his p osses­ 
sion. ’When on the witness stand, Dis­ 
trict Attorney Miller ask ed him how 
many times he had p rev iou sly been 
conv icted in cou nterfeiting cases. 
“None of y ou r bu siness,” said Lin­ 
neger. 
Ju dge Anderson directed the wit­ 
ness to answer. 
“I won’t,” said Linneger; “ y ou fel- i 
lers do y ou r worst.” 
“I think i can handle this case all j 
right at the p rop er time,” said the 
federal ju dge, dry ly . 
The ju ry at the conclu sion of the ev ­ 
idence p romp tly retu rned a v erdict of 
gu ilty . 
“You told me to do the w*orst, didn’t 
y ou ?” ask ed the ju dge of the conv ict­ 
ed man. 
“I didn’t mean it this way , thou gh,” 
said Linneger, 
“ I meant that q u estion 
didn’t hav e any thing to do with the 
case.” 
“How long /do y ou think it wou ld 
tak e y ou to serv e ten y ears at Leav ­ 
enworth?” ask ed the ju dge. 
“Now see here, ju dge, that ain’t 
right. You ain’t got no bu siness send­ 
ing me u p for ten y ears,” was the re­ 
monstrance Linneger p u t in. 
Ju dge Anderson, howev er, su mmar­ 
ized Linneger’s record and p ronou nced 
the max imu m sentence. 
Linneger, whd is fifty -sev en y ears 
old, has serv ed two terms for cou n­ 
terfeiting and one term for bu rglary .

Dr. Orville W. Owen, who is digging 
diligently in the mu d of the river Wye, 
in England, for manu scripts which he 
believes were hidden there by Francis 
Bacon, is « after bigger game than has 
been su pposed. 
The American declares that the ci 
pher, which is gu iding his operations, 
reveals that Bacon killed Shakespeare 
and bu ried the poet's head iu the box 
which is now being reclaimed from 
the river bottom. The top of what the 
American thinks is the hidden cache 
was reached by the sou nding rods, 
bu t there is a considerable lu yer of 
clay to be removed before tlie logs or 
plankiu g forming the cover can be re­ 
moved.

Absorption of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Company by the Steel Trust 
Not a “Squeeze,” as Gates Put It, 
but a High Patriotic Undertaking, 
According to Steel Head’s Story of 
the Case. 


Washington, June 3.—All the details 
of the absorption of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron company by the United 
States Steel corporation were laid 
bare by Judge E. H. Gary, chairman 
of the executive committee of the 
United States Steel corporation, be­ 
fore the Stanley investigating commit­ 
tee of the house. 
Judge Gary laid before the commit­ 
tee the inside facts of the all-night 
conferences that were held in J. P. 
Morgan’s library in the days of the 
1907 panic, described how’ he and Hen- 
C. Frick had rushed by special train 
to Washington to confer with Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, how the long-distance 
telephone from the White House to 
New York had been held open for a 
flash of the result while the confer­ 
ence was on, and how finally wide­ 
spread financial disaster w’as averted 
by the purchase by the steel corpora­ 
tion of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company 
Judge Gary denied emphatically the 
statements made by John W. Gates 
before the house committee that the 
taking over of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron company by the United States 
Steel corj>oration was a “squeeze,” a 
forced sale. He declared that the pur­ 
chase was made at the solicitation of 
Grant B. Schley of the banking and 
brokerage firm of Moore & Schley, and 
his friends to save that concern from 
going under and to prevent the finan­ 
cial calamity that would certainly fol­ 
low’ its downfall. 
The United States Steel corpora­ 
tion, according to Judge Gary, after 
repeated urgings, stepped into the 
breach and paid IOO for a stock which 
they did not consider at the time to 
be worth more than 65. 
The differ­ 
ence of ;r> points represented what 
the United States Steel corporation 
felt was its duty to pay to avert the 
threatening panic. 
In all, it turned 
about $30,000,000 over to the firm of 
Moore & Schley and enabled them to 
weather the storm. 
As to the charge that the steel cor­ 
poration had taken advantage of a 
desperate financial situation to force 
the sale cf the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron company and thus throttle an in­ 
dependent 
competitor, 
Judge 
Gary 
presented figures showing that the 
Tennessee Coal and Tron company 
controlled only about 2 per cent of 
the steel business of the country at 
the time of the purchase as compared 
with 56 poi cent by the steel corpora­ 
tion.
